'  security  given,  but   he  was  very  care- 
ful   not  to  specify   what  that  security 
was.  To  the  surprise  of  many,  though 
not  to  all,  that  security   now  appears  to 
be  nothing  less  than  the  customs  re 
ceipts  of  this  port.     It  will  be  remem- 
bered   that  we  have  again    and    again 
pointed  out  that  the  tendency  of  public 
affairs  would  imperatively   lead  to  this 
We  have  shown  that  the  government 
has  been  dissipating   its  resources  and 
exhausting  its  credit,  and  that  the  time 
would  come   when    it   would    have  to 
mortgage  its    customs   receipts.     That 
lime  has  now  come.     It    is  not  a  ques- 
tion pi  pessimism,  or  of  unfriendliness  ■ 
it  is  simply  a  question  of  fact  and  rea- 
son.    It  has  long    been   evident    t,,    us 
that  the  policy  pursued    in  this  country 
since  1889  would  very  .soon  lead  to  loss 
of  credit,  and  then  to  bankruptcy.    We 
still  have  the  latter  to  face,  and  unless 
the  government  can    promptly   reduce 
Its  expenditure,  it  can  not  be  very   far 
distant.    That    this    misfortune  "  may 
never  be  realized,   is   undoubtedly   the 
wish  „f  all  -  but  wishes  will   avail   no- 
thing unless  converted  into  acts     There 
must  be  severe  retrenchment  in  expen- 
diture, a  realization  on   non-productive 
assets,  and   then  a  generous  develop- 
ment of  trade  and  industry.    The  latter 
is  urgently   necessary,  because  an  im- 
poverished   people    ,,„,   110,   aftord  (() 
turiush  much  revenue,     Retrenchment 
"icaus  the  elimination  of  even-  unne- 
cessary expenditure,  and   realization  mi 
non-productive  assets  means  the  sale  of 
useless  tronctaa,  as    well  as  of  stock 
farms  .and  railways.     It    means  also  a 
large    and   effective    reduction   in    the 
army,  which  has  for  some    lime  been  a 
source  of  heavy  expenditure.     Brtutil  is 
in  no  danger  from  outside  aggression 
and  she  can   easily  confine  her   whole 
attention  to  the  development  of  her  na- 
tura  resources      And   if  she  docs  this, 
wisely  and    effectively,    we  shall  sooii 
see  the  revenue  receipts  yielding  a  s,,r- 
P'tis,    the  public  debt  decreasiL    a",d 
lie  people  happy,  prosperous  ami  con- 
tented.

certain  contractors,  and  we  likewise  "' 
know  how  bravely  they  rub  the  helpless  fl 
traveller  and  equally  helpless  shipowner. 
Then  there  is  the  disinfection  farce,  an 
abuse  of  the  worst  character.  And  now 
we  have  a  new  factor  in  the  question, 
which  the  sanitary  authorities  her.  are 
enforciuj  ■  that  of  prohibiting  outside 
medical  visits  to  tin-  shipping  in  port. 
This,  in  our  opinion,  is  a  clear  infraction 
of  the  rights  guaranteed  to  foreigners, 
as  well  as  a  needless  and  cruel  measure. 
If  a  physician  is  licensed  to  practice  on 
shore,  that  license  should  entitle  him  tu 
equal  recognition  afloat.  And  ii  the 
foreigner  on  shore  may  employ  whom- 
soever he  pleases,  then  he  should  have 
the  same  privilege  when  afloat.  The 
employment  of  physicians  is  always  a 
matter  of  personal  preference,  and  it 
should  never  be  abridged.  And  as  it 
implies  life  or  death  to  the  siek  m  tn,  it 
is  worse  than  true!  to  deny  hill!  the 
privilege  of  sending  for  the  physieiau  of 
ids  choice.  The  authorities  may  sup- 
press unlicensed  practitioners,  and  exact 
prompt  reports,  but  beyond  this  they 
have  no  moral  right  to  go.
